It Nazis Aid Rebels 


France Threatens To 
Bolster Government 
Forces in Case Hitler 
Decides To Support 
Spain’s Rebellion. 


PARIS, Dec. 24.—(4)—The key to 
war on peace in Europe lay with 
Chancellor Hitler’s decision whether 
to send 60,000 German soldiers to 
Spain, foreign office officials indicat- 
ed tonight. 

Foreign Minister Yvon Delbos 
awaited Hitler's word on the request 
of General Francisco Franco to send 
troops to aid the Spanish Fascists. 

Delbos conveyed to the German am- 
bassador the French government's 
concern and hinted a French army 
might go to the aid of the. Madrid- 
Valencia Socialist government, reli- 
able advices said. | 

Foreign office circles said they had 
reports five German army divisions 
were fully equipped and ready for im- 
mediate service in Spain, if the 
Reichsfuehrer should command. 

Officials who charged Germany 
thus far had sent only technical ex- 

rts or aviators to aid the Spanish 
lasutgente admitted the decision would 
be a difficult one for Hitler because 
“if men are not sent, Franco will 
probably lose the war.” 

Italy Withdrawing. 

“With loss of the war,” one offi- 
cial said, “will go Germany's hopes 
for political influence and obtaining 
raw materials that only Fascist Spain 
can give her. 

“On the other hand, if men are sent 
there will be the risk of European 
war which Germany, in her present 
economic condition, can hardly stand.” 

The foreign office spokesman added 
that Italy, which with Germany rec- 
ognized the Fascist Junta of Burgos, 
“had almost completely” withdrawn 
from Spain following a _ favorable | 
turn in her negotiations with Britain 
for a Mediterranean agreement.

Two thousand members of the Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers, on strike for 
several weeks, decided to accept the 
Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Company's pro- 
posal for a settlement. Operations 
in the Detroit plants are to be re- 
sumed Monday. 

Previously, striking employes at 
the Aluminum Company of America’s 
auto parts branch at Detroit accept- 
ed a settlement. 

The end of these strikes left the in- 
dustry with only three walk-outs just 
now—at General Motors assembly 
plants in Atlanta, Ga., and Kansas 
City, and at the J. I. Case Company 
in Racine, Wis. 

M. Davidson, a circuit judge, 
proposed that the Case company re- 
employ all the strikers and leave to 
arbitration the discharge of 79 men, 
the issue that led to the strike.

Conceiv- 
ably it was a product of dilettante 
i age de dabbled in of late in cer- 
tain circles of the army and the navy. 
Only to the extent that the foreign 
office could not repel the pressure 
from those circles was it responsible 
for what now appears a monumental 
blunder. It has been made. the scape- 
goat for the sins of others over whom 
it had little control. 

Hat in Berlin. 


It now seems fairly clear that this 
German-Japanese accord was hatched 
up in Berlin rather than in Tokyo. 
Significantly, the agreement wassgin- 
and made public in Berlin, and 
not in Tokyo. While the capital of 
the reich greeted it with much moss § 
tion, Tokyo was but mildly pleased 
even decorously cool. 

If the scope of the Tokyo-Berlin ac- 
cord is limited to the written agree 
ment heralded to the world on No 
vember 25, there is no occasion for 
alarm and apprehension on the part of 
other powers. It merely obligates the 
signatories to co-operate on anti-Com- 
munist measures, exchanging police in- 
formation and setting up a German- 
Japanese commission to facilitate the 
necessary co-operation. 


But the very innocuousness of the 
document has aroused the suspicion 
that it is a camouflage for a more 
portentous understanding of a politico- 
military nature. Both in Tokyo and 
in Berlin that suspicion has been 
characterized as slanderous insinua- 
tion. Technically, they are perhaps 
right in making the categorical denial. 
There may be no written agreement 
other than what has been made pub- 
lic. But an understanding of the 
nileged nature does not necessarily 
have to be converted into black and 
white. That is why other powers, 
particularly Soviet Russia, are 80 
suspicious. 

Both in Germany and in Japan, 
whoever were responsible for this 
agreement miscalculated _ Britain's 
possible reaction to it and the British 
sentiment toward Red Russia. Super- 
ficially and generally speaking, Eng- 
land is anti-Red. Among the out- 
standing public men who are known 
to be Russophobes are Sir Samuel 
Hoare, Viscount Hailsham, Lord Ern- 
est Swinton, Ramsay MacDonald, and 
Sir Bolton Eyre-Monsell, to name 
only a few. 

There is also a considerable pro- 
German trend in influential quarters 
in England. The royal court itself 
is friendly to Germany. The abdi- 
cated King Edward's leanings to- 
ward the Reich is a well-known fact, 
and the names of pro-German British 
leaders are legion—Montague Nor- 
man, Lord Lothian, Lord Astor. Lord 
Londonderry, David Lloyd George, 
Sir Stafford Crippi, Lord Arnold, and 
so on. Even Geoffrey Dawson, influ- 
ential editor of the Times, is known 
to be pro-German, largely because he 
hates red Russia. 

Plan Miscalculated. 

Seeing this pro-German, 
tendency in influential circles in 
superficial observers, both 
German and Japanese, seem to have 
jumped to the conclusion that Down- 
ing Street and the’ British public 
would acclaim a Berlin-Tokyo accord 
aimed openly at the Third Interna- 
tional, and, by implication, at So- 
viet Russia itself. hat was a griev- 
ous miscalculation. 

England's concern is, first and 
foremost, the preservation of empire 
interest through the maintenance of 
the balance of power in Europe and 
in Asia. She wants' peace based 
upon the status quo which serves her 
interest best. As long as Red Russia 
is confronted separately by Japan in 
the east and by the Reich in the west, 
England can afford to hate Russia 
and evince a_ friendliness for Ger- 
many. for the situation creates a sort 
of stalemate and preserves the bal- 
ance of power among the three pow- 
ers, Which leaves British interest not 
seriously disturbed. 

But the moment Germany and 
Japan form an alliance against Rus 
sia, England casts aside her Russo- 
phobia and her pro-German senti- 
ment, for such an alliance upsets the 
balance of power and thus eventually 
disturbs British interest. For the 
Same reason, England would just as

a | Strongly object to an alliance between 
% | Japan and Soviet Russia, were such 


a combination possible, as she is now 
hostile to the German-Japanese ac- 
cord. 

In Berlin and Tokyo, strategists 
seem to think that war between Rus- 
sia on one hand and Germany and 
Japan on the other, if it should come, 
should be limited to the three nations 
concerned. Were this possible, Eng- 
remain neutral in such a 
conflict, but it is not possible. 

The key, of course, is in France's 
hand. It is inconceivable that France 
should watch with folded arms Ger- 
man victory over Russia, which would 
make the Reich preponderant on the 
continent. With France leaping into 
the fray, England will not long re- 
main neutral. Italy will, for a 
while, sit on the fence, but will even- 
tually cast her lot with the side most 
likely to win. 

With the war developing to this 
magnitude. will the  isolationists of 
America succeed in keeping their 
country out of it? The Japanese 
Statesmen believe not.

PLAN TO CHECK INFLUX 
OF CREDIT IS ASSAILED 
AS DEPRESSION THREAT 


Control Progress May Re- 
shape Reserve Plan To 
Curb Expansion. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(P)}— 
Some members of Congress protested 
against jamming the brakes on credit 
expansion, but officials said today 
the treasury’s plan to “sterilize” gold 


imports might make it unnecessary 
for the Federal Reserve Board to curb 
credit further next month. 

The treasury credit control pro- 

gram, they asserted, may bring a re- 
shaping of the board’s earlier plans 
to swing its own control powers into 
action early in January. 
_ Sharp criticism of the gold steriliza- 
tion move, designed to prevent gold 
imports from becoming the basis for 
increased bank credit, continued among 
congressional foes of currency and 
credit contraction. 

Depression Feared. 
Representative Rankin, Democrat, 
Mississippi, issued a statement that 
the treasury policy was threatening 
the country with “the grave danger 
of another depression.” 

He predicted that, if “congress sits 
supinely by” and permits it to be car- 
ried out, “our majorities in both 
houses will be swept away just as 
fast as the people can get a vote on 
them.” 

Rankin declared recent reports that 
commodity prices were too high and 
the country “in a dangerous boom” 
were “nothing in the world but prop- 
aganda designed to prepare the public 
lic mind for another deflation.” 

The treasury policy previously was 
attacked by Senator Thomas, Demo- 
crat, Oklahoma, long an advocate of 
currency expansion. He called the 
policy “unnecessary and possibly dan- 
gerous.” 

Before the treasury plan was an- 
nounced, the Federal Reserve Board 
considered further increasing bank re- 
serve requirements. 

Basis for Expansion. 

A maximum 33 1-2 per cent in- 
crease over present requirements was 
discussed, officials reported. Such an 
increase, the maximum permitted by 
law, would tie up about $1,300,000.- 

of “excess reserves,” which oth- 
erwise might provide a basis for 
credit expansion. 

Earlier conclusions on the desira- 
bility of raising requirements are be- 
ing reviewed in the light of the new 
treasury scheme, reserve officials as- 
serted today, and it is possible an 
increase may be delayed indefinitely 
or abandoned. 

At the same time, officials said 
the board will keep a close watch on 
the credit situation with a view to 
checking any move toward “runaway 
inflation.”

TO MAINTAIN PEACE 
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“sre dominated and guided by false 
and fatal ideas.” 

Germany alone of the world’s major 
nations hating diplomatic relations 
with the holy see did not rebroadcast 
the pontiff’s address. 

He assailed those who “seek to 
lessen or stamp out in the hearts of 


men, and especially in the hearts of 
the young, faith in Christ and His 
divine revelation.” 

Exhausted by Effort. 


The pontiff spoke into a microphone 
held by Vatican Radio Director Father 
Soccorsix. His words came slowly. Oc- 
casionally he was forced to pause for 
breath or to take a sip of water. 

Signs of fatigue became more no- 
ticeable near the end. When he pro- 
nounced the final word he sank back 
upon his pillow, his body exhausted 
in. spirit with the 
knowledge he had accomplished suc- 
cessfully the task he set for himself 
against the advice of all his court. 

Dr. Amanti Milani made a brief 
examination after the address and re- 
ported he detected no alarming new 
symptoms other than the Pope's gen- 
eral fatigue. 

Dr. Milani, Eugenio Cardinal Pa- 
ceelli, papal secretary cf state: Father 
Soccorsi, and the pontiff’s two secre- 
t.ries were with him during the ad- 
dress, 

The holy father was raised to a 
near-sitting position with pillows, the 
coverlets were so arranged that he 
could read from sheets of paper hand- 
ed to him by Cardinal Pacelli. 

Told his words were heard perfectly 
in far-away Buenos Aires, the Pope 
cried joyously ‘‘Thanks be to God!” 

Union Against Communism. 
_ Of his illness, made critical by par- 
tial paralysis of the legs and circula- 
tory congestion, the pontift told his 
vast radio audience: 

“The divine goodness is granting 
us an opportunity to contribute to the 
prayers, the work and sacrifices of all 
the personal experience of suffering, 
and until now has marvelously spared

Expression of Concern. 

Foreign Minister Delbos conveyed 
expressions of concern to Ambassador 
Count Johannis Von Welczeck. He 
indicated France would regard en- 
trance of Nazi troops into Spain as 
a breach of the international non-in- 


tervention agreement, thereby releas- 


ing other governments from the pledge 
to keep “hands off” in the civil con- 
flict. 

French newspapers pointed out that 
if Chancellor Hitler chose the ‘‘ad- 
yventurous road, defying France,” the 
threat of widespread European war 
might be brought quickly to a. cli- 


ax. 
But if Hitler should refrain from 


aiding. the Spanish Insuirgents, the 
press argued, a more friendly atmos- 
here would be created and permit 
Surope’s major powers to get togeth- 
er to discuss accords on security and 
other problems troubling Europe. 

Berlin’s anawer was expected short- 
ly after Christmas, observers said. 


At Odds With Paris 


Germany, sympathetic to the Span- 
ish Fascist cause and having recogniz- 
ed the Burgos junta as Spain’s legal 
government, has long been at odds 
with France, sympathetic to the Mad- 
rid Socialists but leader of the efforts 
to line up Europe’s powers in a non- 
intervention agreement. 

France professed fear rise of a 
Fascist state in Spain would endan- 
ger the security of her own Socialist 
governmen®™—and expressed concern 
particularly because she already is 
neighbor to three powerful authori- 
tarian states—Germany, Italy and 
Portugal. 

Ever since the civil war broke out 
in July, however, Communist elements 
of Premier Leon Blum’s government 
have demanded that arms be sent to 
the Madrid regime.” 

For a time, Blum faced possible 
collapse of his coalition government 
because of the war issue, but even- 
tually won continued «support from 
Communist and Extremist factions. 
They have continued, however, to agi- 
tate for militarant defense of the Ma- 
drid defenders. 


RRITAIN SEEKING PLAN 
TO BREACH FASCIST BLOC 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—(/)—Britain, 
striving in co-operation with France 
to keep the peace in Europe, tonight 
studied chances of breaching the solid 
front of the Fascist nations as a means 
to that end. . 

Authoritative quarters indicated aid 
to Germany in her economic difficul- 
ties might lessen the danger of the 
reich intervening in the Spanish civil 
war, while prospects of lessening 
Italy’s attachment to the Fascist bloc 
through the pending British-Italian 
Mediterranean accord were said to be 
good. 

British observers took the view that 
France was “overexcited” by reports 
Germany was considering sending 60,- 
0OO troops to Spain, but that such a 
atep would mean “a nasty war in 
Spain.” 

By such action, observers here said, 
Hitler ‘“‘would be starting to dig up 
his own grave.” 

Situation Dangerous. 

Nevertheless, the European situa- 
tion was acknowledged to be highly 
dangerous, with the nations taking 
sides over the question of aid to the 
Socialist and Fascist combatants in 
the Spanish conflict. 

What an authoritative source said 
were “urgent consultations” on meaas 
to prevent outsiders from entering the 
Spanish war were begun here between 
the French ambassador, Charles Cor- 
bin, and the foreign office. It was in- 
cieated these talks, “to consider what 
further measures can be taken” to 
make the policy of intervention more 
effective, would be continued daily in 
spite of the holiday season. 

“France has iytimated to Great 
Britain it has decided in the present 
circumstances to epare no efforts” to 
that end, this informant said. 

aris Warns Nazis. 

Diplomatic sources in Paris said 
France warned Germany she would be 
forced to help the Socialist Spanish 
government if Nazi troops go to the 
aid of the Spanish Fascists. 

Official fears were admitted that 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler might be forced 
by circumstances to intervene openly 
in Spain. However, London official 
quarters displayed a growing appre- 
ciation of Germany’s serious discom- 
for arising from her inability to pur- 
chase raw materials. 

Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, the reich's 
minister of economics; Joachim von 
Ribbentrop. ambassador to London, 
and other Germai. leaders have sug-

British diplomacy was working to 
detach Italy in some degree from the 
Fascist bloc and draw her closer to 
Britain through the projected Medi- 
terranean accord.

_ Italy May Withdraw. | 

This source said that although 
there was no official confirmation of 
reports Italy might withdraw from the 
Fascist bloc—including Germany, Aus- 
tria and Hungary—“it would not be 
surprising” if all points at issue be- 
tween London and Rome were settled 
in connection with the Mediterranean 
agreement. 

In spite of the Spanish Insurgents’ 
reported appeal for open German mil- 
itary assistance, informed quarters in 
London insisted there was no chance 
the reich would take immediate ac- 
tion either in Spain or Czechoslovakia 
—which also has been suggested as 
a possible theater for a coup by 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler. 


NAZI LEADERS TO CONFER 
ON SPANISH SITUATION 


BERLIN, Dec. 24. — () — Hich 
Nazi chieftains gathered tonight for 
an expected conference tomorrow with 
Chancellor Hitler to cope with in- 
creasing pressure from Britain and 
France to halt the exodus of “vol- 
unteers” to Spain. 

Government officials refused com- 
ment on the conference, but informed 
quarters said the meeting was certain 
to be held as the result of French 
Foreign Minister Yvon Delbos’ talk 
with the German ambassador to 
Paris today. 

The French stand against aid to 
Spanish Fascists coupled with reports 
the Madrid government had seized a 
German freighter off Bilbao created 
intense feeling. 

The Nazi problem, observers said, 
was to determine whether the greater 
danger for them lies in seeing Fas- 
cist General Francisco Franco Jose 
the war, after having recognized his 
government, or to risk embroiling Eu- 
rope in widespread canflict by going 
to his assistance.

Earlier the Duke looked in at 
a party at which the Baroness dis- 
tributed gifts to 2% children whose 
parents are employed on the estate. 

With the children the Duke seemed 
cheerful enough. But other compan- 
ions were said to detect evidence that 
his show of cheerfulness was superfi- 
cial, that he felt his separation from 
the Christmas festivities of his family 
at Sandringham palace and from Mrs. 
Wallis Warfield Simpson, for love of 
whom he gave up his throne. 

At Sonnenburg castle Archduke An- 
ton, of the House of Hapsburg, re- 
ceived a message in which Duke Ed- 
ward said he was unable to accept 
the Archduke's invitation to share in 
the castle's Christmas festivities. 
Queen Marie waa a guest at Sonnen- 
burg of her daughter, Archduchess 
Ileana, Anton's wife. 

The Duke informed the Archduke 
he felt himself too depressed mental- 
ly and physically te contemplate s8o- 
cial activities for the present. 
resumed his golf in this afternoon's 
bright sunshine ang bowled for a 
while. 

Cablegrame and letters, including 
thousands from America, continued 
to pour in on the former King, most 
of them applauding his sacrifice of 
his crown for love.

Spikes Story of Crown Jewels. 

There was the yarn that Mayfair 
dowagers had recognized on Mre. 
Simpson the same royal jewelry 
that King Edward VII bought for 
Queen Alexandra and which ehe 
bequeathed to Edward VIII, her fav- 
orite grandson, with the remark 
that it was “for your future Queen, 
David, dear.” 

It is true that Wallie Simpson 
had a eollection of attention-com- 
pelling jewels. ‘They are attrac- 
tive, many of them, because of their 
rare antique setting rather than be- 
cause of their intrinsic worth. A 
great many of these pieces are fam- 
ily heirlooms. Others were gifts 
from her two husbande. 

The idea that she was compelled 
to return any of Edward’s gifts is 
preposterous, but to set the report 
to rest forever I asked her by cable 
if she had been “forced prior leav- 
ing England to return large quan- 
tity jewels claimed as crown prop- 
erty.” 

Her “No,” was as emphatic as a 
cabled word could be. 

Aside from the constant report 
that the Duke of Windsor is about 
to purchase “‘a vast estate’ hither, 
thither and yon, stories have been 
printed that Wallis had bought a 
home in northern Africa and that 
She was negotiating for the pur- 
chase of the old Merryman home- 
stead in Green Springs valley, near 
Baftimore. 

I queried her yesterday about 
these two rumors. She denied them 
both. 

Diary Not For Sale. 

Since my return from London, I 
have been told it was learned “on 
good authority” that Mrs. Simpson 
was offering her personal diary for 
sale and that she was contracting 
for the sale of a personal by-line 
story of her romance. I don’t know 
how many ‘people believed such an 
obviously stupid claim, but I cabled 
her that such reports were in cir- 
culation. 

I’m surprised that she even both- 
ered to deny them. However, I am 
glad that she did. 

The stories about Edward's 
“heavy drin*ing during the pre- 
abdication crisis are not only in- 
accurate and unfair, but are ac- 
tually libelous—” ; “So much 
brandy and soda was continually 
taken by His Majesty during the 
early stages of the crisis...’ And 
“it was necessary to apply a stom- 
ach pump...” 

That is pure hokum. I have 
already said that on the night I 
dined with the King, he refused a 
cocktail and eonsumed merely one 
glass of Burgundy with his meal 
and a small liqueur afterwards. 
Furthermore I was in communica- 
tion with the King several times 
each day during the period covered 
by the “heavy drinking” balderdash, 
and I can state definitely that no 
man was ever more entirely in con- 


trol of his every faculty than the 
' King was during that interlude. 

He was calm, decisive and in 
every respect competent and pre- 
pared to deal with the problems 
he was facing. 

All of these scurrilous and libel- 
ous attacks on his character seem 
to me the more cowardly because 
those who made them know perfect- 
ly well that the Duke of Windsor’s 
position precludes the possibility of 
the ordinary recourse to law avail- 
able to any -common citizen. 

Wally Approves Story. 

Among the false rumors circulat- 
ing here and abroad were intima- 
tions that both the Duke of Wind- 
sor and Mrs. Simpson were disposed 
to deny the authenticity of the ten 
articles I have written. 

To dispel any such impression, 
suffice it to say that in response 
to a cable from me on December 
16 asking from Mrs. Simpson a re- 
affirmation of the approval I was 
given by her and the King prior 
to the preparation of these articles, 
I received the following cablegram: 

“Not slightest hint disapproval. 
Merely upset by claims of rival 
news organs.” 

The rumors persisted. Again yes- 
terday I asked Mrs. Simpson to cor- 
rect them and to rely on my judg- 
ment as to the truth and accuracy 
with which I was telling their story 
as I know it. 

_ Within a few hours I received 
this andwer: 

“Trusting your judgment and 
very grateful your efforts.” 

The story is told, and I hope 
that the telling of it has been in- 
teresting as well as conducive to 
a better and truer understanding 
of two very human and very fine 
people whose love for each other 
and its consequences today en- 
grosses the world. 

I wish today I could conclude 
the story of this romance with the 
desired conclusion of all romances: 

“And they lived happily ever 
after.” 

I cannot. but I am confident that 
history will write it for them.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(P)—A 
‘secret committee named by George L. 
Berry, industrial co-ordinator. was 
reported reliably today to be striving 
for an agreeMent among labor groups 
on a& proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to regulate hours and wages. 

The committee was set up, Berry’s 
intimates said, in the belief that re- 
cent supreme court decisions had 
made it impossible to co-ordinate re- 
lations between employers and em- 
ployes until the commerce clause is 
revised. 

This clause says congress may regu- 
late “commerce with foreign nations, | 
and among the several states . . .” 
New Dealers had hoped to use it as 


a basis for wide regulation in social 
and economic fields, but major ef-. 
forts to that end were halted by the 
supreme court. 

“After extensive investigation,” in-— 
formed officials “declared, “Major | 
Berry became convinced the court's. 
interpretation of the | commerce. 
clause is an insurmountable obstacle | 
to industrial amity on the hours and | 
wages of labor.” 

The work of the committee, they | 
said. was “not unknown” to the | 
White House. although the adminis- | 
tration had given no official recogni- | 
tion of its existence. 

Unanimous agreement on the lan- | 
guage of proposed changes in the 
commerce clause was understood to, 
be the current task of the committee. | 
Numerous suggestions have been put | 
forward, and it was hoped to boil | 
them down to a formula agreeable to 
various labor groups. | 

Some leaders said too much tinker- | 
ing with the language of the amend- | 
ment might cost the support of cer-_ 
tain national farm groups’ which 
have expressed some desire to see the 
constitution amended to facilitate 
federal control of agricultural pro- 
duction. 

Farm organizations, generally, have 
indicated they would closely scruti- 
nize any proposed amendment before 
committing themselves to support it. | 
They insisted farm labor occupies an | 
entirely different position from indus- | 
trial labor in the national economy | 
and cannot be subjected to similar 
regulation. 

Views of the White House on the | 
amendment studies have not been dis- | 
closed. It was understood several | 
sponsors of proposals for constitu- | 
tional change were carefully guarding | 
their plans to see if the President , 
would lead with a suggestion. |

RAILROAD AGENT URGES 
LIVESTOCK PRODUCTION 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 24.—(?)— 
V. W. Lewis, general livestock agent 
for the Atlantic Coast Line railroad, 
cited today a reported reduction in 
western hog production as an indica- 
tion Georgia farmers will find a 
favorable pork market in 1937. — 

He quoted a statement of the United 
States Bureau of Crop Estimates that 
a shortage of feed crops will force 
western hog producers to sell their 
stock earlier than usual and at lower 
than normal weight. 

“Our hog producers in the south- 
east,” he said, “who produce their 
own pigs and their own feed are at 
this time in a relatively strong posi- 
tion so far as income from hogs in 
1937 is concerned. 

“Tt is hoped they will take note of 
this fact and plan their near future 
operations accordingly.” 

Plans for preduction should be so 
made, he contended, that marketing 
will be distributed throughout the year 
rather than confined to a few months 
of heavy selling. Packing companies, 
he said, want a more even distribution 
of their “kill.”
